Of all the animals I have ever 
known I like elephants the best. They 
seem to me to be far more intelligent, 
docile and friendly than any other

I knew old “Hattie,” the very first 
elephant ever brought to America. 
She was more than a hundred years 
old when she died at the New York 
Hippodrome a few years ago; there 
was a record of her appearance at 
public exhibitions for 103 years!

It is 
impossible to legislate to cover every 
possible conceivable way men’s minds

and forty-eight hours, the mortality 


more than one laxative and 1 in 9 
died. Those who read these figures 
will surely never forget that the giv- 
ing of laxatives to man, woman or 
child who has a pain in the abdomen 
is the most dangerous thing which 
can be done. 

When there is pain in the abdomen 
nothing should be taken by mouth, 
and, above all, never a laxative. Pain 
which persists is usually serious, and 
the sooner the patient is under pro- 
per care, the better; if the  condi- 
tion is appendcitis, delay is danger-
